REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  J.  Res.  359] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  joint  reso¬ 
lution  (H.  J.  Res.  359)  relating  to  peanut-marketing  quotas  under  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  thereon  with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

Under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  the 
duty  rests  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  between  July  1  and 
December  1  of  each  year,  to  proclaim  a  national  marketing  quota  for 
peanuts  for  the  ci’op  produced  in  the  next  succeeding  calendar  year, 
without  regard  to  whether  or  not  the  supply-and-demand  situation 
makes  such  quotas  advisable,  and  submit  the  question  of  quotas  for 
3  years  by  referendum  to  peanut  producers.  While  the  Secretary  is 
given  a  limited  power  to  increase  or  terminate  peanut  quotas  in  case 
of  national  emergency  or  material  increase  in  export  demand,  there  is 
doubt  that  quotas  could  be  terminated  in  the  event  the  present  emer¬ 
gency  is  terminated. 

Present  indications  are  that  quotas  are  not  needed  for  the  1947 
crop;  the  demand  for  peanuts  and  peanut  products  has  approximately 
doubled  during  the  war  years  and  it  is  believed  that  the  demand  will 
continue  at  the  same  level  through  1947,  in  view  of  world-wide  short¬ 
age  of  protein  foods  and  feeds  and  fats  and  oils.  So  long  as  the 
demand  for  peanuts  and  peanut  products  continues  at  its  present  level 
there  is  greater  danger  of  an  undersupply  than  an  oversupply  of 
peanuts. 

Furthermore,  even  should  the  demand  be  not  as  great  as  expected, 
in  view  of  the  shortage  of  farm  labor  and  farm  machinery  it  is  not 
likely  that  there  will  be  an  overproduction  of  peanuts  in  1947.  Pris¬ 
oner-of-war  labor  was  used  extensively  in  the  concentrated  areas  of 
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peanut  production  during  the  war  years  and  although  there  may  be 
some  increase  in  labor  as  a  result  of  returning  personnel  from  military 
service  and  war  industries,  it  is  not  likely  that  this  will  more  than 
offset  the  loss  of  the  prisoner-of-war  labor.  In  addition,  peanuts  are 
among  the  highest  complete  foods  and,  consequently,  ideally  suited 
to  replace  the  high  protein  and  fat  foods  being  shipped  from  this 
country  to  famine  areas.  (See  exhibit  A.) 

Under  the  act  the  national  quota  must  be  converted  to  an  acreage 
allotment,  and  that  allotment  apportioned  to  the  peanut-producing 
States.  Each  State  acreage  allotment  is  apportioned  among  indi¬ 
vidual  farms  in  the  State  primarily  on  the  basis  of  the  past  acreage  of 
peanuts  on  the  farm.  This  apportionment  requires  the  collection 
and  evaluation  of  the  acreage  and  yield  data  on  all  peanut  farms. 
The  last  year  for  which  this  information  is  available  is  1942,  since  that 
is  the  last  year  in  which  quotas  were  in  effect.  To  collect  the  necessary 
data  on  which  to  apportion  the  State  acreage  among  farms  in  1947,  it 
is  estimated,  would  require  an  expenditure  of  $750,000.  (This  is 
based  on  an  estimate  of  $3  per  farm.)  Since  no  funds  are  available 
for  this  purpose,  an  appropriation  of  the  required  amount  would  be 
necessary  if  this  work  is  to  be  done. 

In  addition,  it  is  not  certain  that  two-thirds  of  the  peanut  producers 
as  required  by  law,  would  approve  the  return  of  acreage  controls  at 
this  time.  In  the  event  quotas  are  proclaimed  and  not  approved  by 
the  producers,  the  support  programs  now  available  to  the  producers 
would  be  lost.  This,  of  course,  would  be  fatal  to  this  low-income 
group.  But  if  quotas  are  not  disapproved  by  farmers  voting  in  a 
referendum,  then  the  present  price-support  programs  will  remain  in 
effect  as  protection  to  the  producers  in  1947. 

Without  quotas  in  1947,  farmers  would  be  able  to  produce  peanuts 
within  limitations  of  labor,  equipment,  and  materials;  to  adopt  needed 
soil-conservation  measures ;  and  to  obtain  sufficient  income  from  pea¬ 
nuts  and  other  cash  crops  to  permit  a  gradual  adjustment  in  farming 
operations  from  a  wartime  to  a  peacetime  basis.  Such  adjustment 
will  be  difficult,  especially  for  farmers  who  have  expanded  their 
facilities  to  meet  wartime  programs;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  order 
to  alleviate  individual  hardship,  the  farmer  should  be  allowed  to 
work  out  his  particular  problem  on  the  basis  of  his  needs  and  facilities; 

Due  to  shifts  in  production  and  changes  in  land  use  during  the 
war,  it  is  believed  that  a  study  should  be  made  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  as  relating  to  marketing 
quotas  for  peanuts  with  a  view  of  determining  what  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  law  in  order  to  make  it  conform  to  present  conditions 
and  future  farming  practices.  It  would  be  impossible  to  bring  about 
these  changes  in  time  for  establishment  of  marketing  quotas  in  1947 
and  certainly  not  in  time  for  the  Secretary  to  begin  to  accumulate 
the  necessary  data  upon  which  to  base  acreage  allotments. 

Therefore,  the  committee  recommend  that  this  resolution  to 
eliminate  marketing  quotas  on  peanuts  for  1947  be  enacted  at  this 
time  so  that  such  permanent  changes  in  the  law  as  are  considered 
desirable  may  be  given  thorough  study  and  consideration.

I  might  say  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  that  the  farmer  receives  at  the 
present  time  8  cents  per  pound,  and  the 
gentleman  can  make  his  own  calcula¬ 
tion  of  the  spread  between  the  farmer 
and  the  consumer. 

Mr.  SABATH.  I  pay  about  seven 
times  as  much  for  them  than  the  farmer 
receives. 

Mr.  PACE.  The  farmer  receives  be¬ 
tween  8  and  9  cents  a  pound. 

Mr.  SABATH.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
we  granted  a  rule  to  the  gentleman’s 
committee  some  years  ago  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  an  investigation  as  to  the 
spread,  may  I  ask  the  gentleman  what 
he  has  done  and  why  that  matter  has 


not  been  somehow  or  another  adjusted 
and  the  unfair  prices  eliminated? 

Mr.  PACE.  I  might  say  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  that  under  the  splendid  leadership 
of  our  chairman,  the  gentleman  from 
Virginia  [Mr.  Flannagan],  that  commit¬ 
tee  has  been  functioning  throughout 
the  yeai\  It  is  very  hopeful  that  it  will 
be  in  a  position  shortly  to  submit  some 
very  worth  while  recommendations. 

Mr.  SABATH.  How  soon  may  we  ex¬ 
pect  a  report  on  it? 

Mr.  PACE.  I  hope  during  the  year. 
The  chairman,  perhaps,  would  be  in  a 
position  to  say. 

Mr.  SABATH. .  I  am  anxious  to  help 
the  farmers  because  they  receive  only 
about  one-seventh  or  one-eighth  of 
what  we  pay  for  the  peanuts,  and  I  want 
to  know  where  that  money  goes,  and 
why. 

Mr.  PACE.  That  is  one  of  the  prob¬ 
lems;  the  spread  between  what  the  farm¬ 
er  receives  and  the  consumer. 

Mr.  SABATH.  I  think  they  should 
receive  a  little  higher  price  and  we 
should  pay  less. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  joint 
resolution? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  joint  resolution,  as  follows:

EOLICITjOR  OP  THE  DEPARTMENT  \>F  THE 
INTERIOR 

'e  clerk  called  the  bill  (S.  1460^ 
fi^the  salary  of  the  Solicitor  of  the 
.rtment  of  the  Interior. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to  ’ 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

Mr.  RICH.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  sponsor  of  this  bill  to  give  us  a  little 
information  on  it. 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  This  bill 
fixes  the  statutory  salary  for  the  So¬ 
licitor  of  the  Interior.  At  the  present 
time  he  comes  under  the  Classification 
Act.  He  gets  $9,975,  and  we  deemed  it 
advisable  to  fix  a  flat  salary  of  $10,000 
and  also  to  provide  that  the  Solicitor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and 
confirmed  by  the  Senate.  The  Solicitor’s 
office  has  gradually  increased  in  im¬ 
portance  until  it  was  felt  that  he  should 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  confirmed  by  the  Sen¬ 
ate  and  his  salary  fixed  by  law.  It 
amounts  to  a  $25  salary  increase  a  year 
over  the  present  incumbent. 

Mr.  RICH.  Why  do  you  adopt  this 
method?  Does  the  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
terior  recommend  it? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  It  came  to 
Us  from  the  Senate  and  it  passed  the 


House  and  had  a  favorable  report  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  except  the 
original  bill  as  drafted  contemplated Ltiiat 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  would/nake 
the  appointment,  and  the  Senate  .and  the 
House  felt  that  the  President  should 
make  the  appointment  and  confirmation 
had  by  the  Senate.  If  we  fixed  it  as  a 
definite  statutory  positiorywe  felt  that 
should  be  the  case.  It  is  nbt  my  personal 
bill,  but  I  think  it  is  a  good  bill. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  Mr.  Speaker,  reser¬ 
ving  the  right  to  object,  may  I  ask  the 
gentleman  from  Florida  this  question? 
After  this  statutory  salary  of  $10,000  is 
set,  how  much  bonus  will  the  official  then 
receive  underline  laws  recently  passed? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  I  have 
not  checked  as  to  that.  That  is  a  general 
civil-ser^ifce  bill.  We  fix  the  salary  defi¬ 
nitely  at:  $10,000.  That  apparently  is  the 
limit,, /and  I  understand  $10,000  salaries 
are  A ot  affected  under  the  civil-service 
biUt  That  is  the  limit,  and  there  will  be 
ithing  additional. 

Mr.  CRAWFORD.  In  other  words, 
those  drawing  $10,000  do  not  receive  any 
additional  benefits? 

Mr.  PETERSON  of  Florida.  That  is 
right. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill?

The  bill  (S.  2405#  to  define  the  area 
of  the  United  Staies  Capitol  Grounds,  to 
regulate  the  usaAhereof,  and  for  other 
purposes,  was  jread  twice  by  its  title  and 
referred  to  Jme  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  and  Grounds.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  joint  resolution  (H.  J.  Res.  336)  relating  to  peanut  marketing 
quotas  under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended, 
having  considered  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass  without  amendments. 

The  report  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  said  joint  resolution 
is  hereby  submitted  as  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  and  is  as 
follows:

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  joint  resolution 
(H.  J.  Res.  359)  relating  to  peanut-marketing  quotas  under  the  Agricultural  Ad¬ 
justment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

Under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  the  duty  rests 
upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  between  July  1  and  December  1  of  each  year, 
to  proclaim  a  national  marketing  quota  for  peanuts  for  the  crop  produced  in  the 
next  succeeding  calendar  year,  without  regard  to  whether  of  not  the  supply-and- 
demand  situation  makes  such  quotas  advisable,  and  submit  the  question  of  quotas 
for  3  years  by  referendum  to  peanut  producers.  While  the  Secretary  is  given  a 
limited  power  to  increase  or  terminate  peanut  quotas  in  case  of  national  emergency 
or  material  increase  in  export  demand,  there  is  doubt  that  quotas  could  be  termi¬ 
nated  in  the  event  the  present  emergency  is  terminated. 

Present  indications  are  that  quotas  are  not  needed  for  the  1947  crop;  the 
demand  for  peanuts  and  peanut  products  has  approximately  doubled  during 
the  war  years  and  it  is  believed  that  the  demand  will  continue  at  the  same  level 
through  1947,  in  view  of  world-wide  shortage  of  protein  foods  and  feeds  and  fats 
and  oils.  So  long  as  the  demand  for  peanuts  and  peanut  products  continues  at 
its  present  level  there  is  greater  danger  of  an  undersupply  than  an  oversupply  of 
peanuts. 

Furthermore,  even  should  the  demand  be  not  as  great  as  expected,  in  view  of 
the  shortage  of  farm  labor  and  farm  machinery  it  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be 
an  overproduction  of  peanuts  in  1947.  Prisoner-of-war  labor  was  used  exten¬ 
sively  in  the  concentrated  areas  of  peanut  production  during  the  wrar  years  and 
although  there  may  be  some  increase  in  labor  as  a  result  of  returning  personnel 
from  military  service  and  war  industries,  it  is  not  likely  that  this  will  more  than 
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offset  the  loss  of  the  prisoner-of-war  labor.  In  addition,  peanuts  are  among  the 
highest  complete  foods  and,  consequently,  ideally  suited  to  replace  the  high 
protein  and  fat  foods  being  shipped  from  this  country  to  famine  areas.  (See 
exhibit  A.) 

Under  the  act  the  national  quota  must  be  converted  to  an  acreage  allotment, 
and  that  allotment  apportioned  to  the  peanut-producing  States.  Each  State 
acreage  allotment  is  apportioned  among  individual  farms  in  the  State  primarily 
on  the  basis  of  the  past  acreage  of  peanuts  on  the  farm.  This  apportionment 
requires  the  collection  and  evaluation  of  the  acreage  and  yield  data  on  all  peanut 
farms.  The  last  year  for  which  this  information  is  available  is  1942,  since  that 
is  the  last  year  in  which  quotas  were  in  effect.  To  collect  the  necessary  data  on 
which  to  apportion  the  State  acreage  among  farms  in  1947,  it  is  estimated,  would 
require  an  expenditure  of  $750,000.  (This  is  based  on  an  estimate  of  $3  per 
farm.)  Since  no  funds  are  available  for  this  purpose,  an  appropriation  of  the 
required  amount  would  be  necessary  if  this  work  is  to  be  done. 

In  addition,  it  is  not  certain  that  two-thirds  of  the  peanut  producers  as  required 
by  law,  would  approve  the  return  of  acreage  controls  at  this  time.  In  the  event 
quotas  are  proclaimed  and  not  approved  by  the  producers,  the  support  programs 
now  available  to  the  producers  would  be  lost.  This,  of  course,  would  be  fatal  to 
this  low-income  group.  But  if  quotas  are  not  disapproved  by  farmers  voting  in  a 
referendum,  then  the  present  price-support,  programs  will  remain  in  effect  as 
protection  to  the  producers  in  1947. 

Without  quotas  in  1947,  farmers  would  be  able  to  produce  peanuts  within  limi¬ 
tations  of  labor,  equipment,  and  materials;  to  adopt  needed  soil-conservation 
measures;  and  to  obtain  sufficient  income  from  peanuts  and  other  cash  crops  to 
permit  a  gradual  adjustment  in  farming  operations  from  a  wartime  to  a  peacetime 
basis.  Such  adjustment  will  be  difficult,  especially  for  farmers  who  have  ex¬ 
panded  their  facilities  to  meet  wartime  programs;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  order 
to  alleviate  individual  hardship,  the  farmer  should  be  allowed  to  work  out  his 
particular  problem  on  the  basis  of  his  needs  and  facilities. 

Due  to  shifts  in  production  and  changes  in  land  use  during  the  war,  it  is  believed 
that  a  study  should  be  made  of  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  1938  as  relating  to  marketing  quotas  for  peanuts  with  a  view  of  determining 
what  changes  should  be  made  in  the  law  in  order  to  make  it  conform  to  present 
conditions  and  future  farming  practices.  It  would  be  impossible  to  bring  about 
these  changes  in  time  for  establishment  of  marketing  quotas  in  1947  and  certainly 
not  in  time  for  the  Secretary  to  begin  to  accumulate  the  necessary  data  upon 
which  to  base  acreage  allotments. 

Therefore,  the  committee  recommend  that  this  resolution  to  eliminate  marketing 
quotas  on  peanuts  for  1947  be  enacted  at  this  time  so  that  such  permanent  changes 
in  the  law  as  are  considered  desirable  may  be  given  thorough  study  and 
consideration.

grdup.  Then  all  these  men  will  cotoe 
together  in  a  sort  of  board  of  directors, 
and  hawill  be  the  chairman  of  theyBoard.

We  have  just  passed  a  bill  relieving  the 
Secretary  from  imposing  such  quotas  for 
the  year  1947.

At  the  present  time 
each  grower  of  peanuts  is  allowed  95  per¬ 
cent  of  what  was  allowable  in  1941.

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  AN  INTERNATIONAL 

ANIMAL  QUARANTINE  STATION  ON 

SWAN  ISLAND 

The  joint  resolution  (H.  J.  Res.  364) 
to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  an 
international  animal  quarantine  station 
on  Swan  Island,  and  to  permit  the  entry 
therein  of  animals  from  any  country  and 
the  subsequent  importation  of  such  ani¬ 
mals  into  other  parts  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  other  purposes,  was  an¬ 
nounced  as  next  in  order. 

Mr.  WHITE.  Mr.  President,  in  what 
State  is  Swan  Island? 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  Let  me 
say  first  that  the  bill  is  based  on  the 
following  facts:  South  of  us  is  Mexico. 
We  have  prohibitions  against  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  cattle  and  livestock  from  Mex¬ 
ico.  We  cannot  get  cattle  from  coun¬ 
tries  to  the  south  of  us  through  Mexico. 
It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  quarantine 
station  on  Swan  Island,  which  is  located 
Lin  the  Caribbean  Sea,  to  which  animals 
Tom  Mexico,  Central  America,  and 
Smith  America  may  be  brought,  there  ex¬ 
amined  and  inspected,  and  if  they  are 
found  to  be  without  disease,  come  into 
this  ctlyntry. 

The  6*11  has  two  purposes.  The  first 
purpose  is'to  prevent  diseased  cattle  from 
entering  tWd  United  States.  The  second 
purpose  is  tdwenable  the  importation  of 
certain  desirable  strains  of  South  Ameri¬ 
can  cattle  by  providing  a  place  where 
they  can  be  inspected,  and  if  found  to 
be  free  from  diseaSaallow  them  to  come 
into  the  United  Statics. 

Mr.  CONNALLY.  W*r.  President,  will 
the  Senator  yield?  V 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  I  yield. 

Mr.  CONNALLY.  I  wisVto  confirm 
and  reenforce  what  the  Sector  from 
Oklahoma  has  said  about  thfik  matter. 
Cattlemen  all  over  the  United  Si^tes  are 
very  much  interested  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  this  quarantine  station.  They 
find  it  is  necessary  to  have  it  established 
because  of  the  provisions  of  the  tariff 
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law  which  will  not  permit  the  cattle  to 
be  brought  into  the  United  States,  even 
afNr  they  are  inspected,  unless  this  sta¬ 
tion  'is  established. 

Mr.  'WHERRY.  Does  the  measure  in 
any  wa>  break  down  the  barrier  now 
erected  against  the  importation  of  cattle 
from  the  Argentine?  We  do  not  now  im¬ 
port  any  cattle  from  the  Argentine,  do 
we?  \_ 

Mr.  CONNALlY.  We  do  not  import 
any  cattle  from\ny  country  in  which 
it  is  found  that  the\oot-and-mouth  dis¬ 
ease  exists.  This  quarantine  station  is 
designed  to  detect  tn\foot-and-mouth 
disease.  No  cattle  ar 
imported  into  the  United^ates  who  are 
affected  by  the  foot-and-irtouth  disease, 
whether  they  are  from  the  Aigentine  or 
from  any  other  country. 

Mr.  WHERRY.  Is  the  proposed  im¬ 
portation  of  stock  primarily  for  breeding 
purposes? 

Mr.  CONNALLY.  That  is  one  of\its 
aspects,  but  the  measure  covers  the  whi 
field.  "  Y 

Mr.  WHERRY.  What  I  am  trying  to  ' 
find  out  is  this:  Would  the  passage  of 
this  measure  in  any  way  increase  the  im¬ 
portation  of  cattle  from  countries  from 
which  cattle  are  already  precluded  from 
being  imported  into  the  United  States? 

Mr.  CONNALLY.  No. 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  The  pur¬ 
pose  is  twofold.  First,  to  keep  out  cattle 
which  should  not  be  imported,  and,  sec¬ 
ond,  to  permit  the  importation  of  cattle 
which  are  thought  to  be  desirable  be¬ 
cause  they  are  of  certain  breeds  and 
strains. 

Mr.  CONNALLY.  Cattle  which  have 
no  disease. 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  Yes; 
cattle  which  have  no  disease. 

Mr.  WHERRY.  Are  the  cattle  in 
question  pure-bred  cattle? 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  There 
may  be  certain  little  impurities. 

Mr.  WHERRY.  Will  they  came  into 
direct  competition  with  the  cattle  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  United  States? 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  That  is 
not  the  intent  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  WHERRY.  That  is  what  I  am 
trying  to  find  out. 

Mr.  THOMAS  of  Oklahoma.  There_ 
supposed  to  be  a  limitation.  At  Jne 
same  time  it  is  proposed  to  erec^nhis 
station  so  that  importation  of  durable 
cattle  into  the  United  States  yfnay  be 
permitted  for  breeding  purposes. 

Mr.  EROOKS.  Mr.  President,  I  may 
explain  to  the  Senator  frjem  Nebraska 
that  in  a  strain  of  cattle-in  the  South¬ 
ern  States,  there  has  bgfen  no  new  base 
stock  for  several  years/  There  are  some 
sires  already  in  Mexico,  which  are  de¬ 
sired  for  breeding  ^purposes.  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  meastrre  is  to  establish  on 
Swan  Island  an'  inspection  center,  not 
only  to  keep  diseased  cattle  out  of 
America,  but/to  inspect  cattle  for  coun¬ 
tries  aroupd  our  border,  in  order,  if 
possible,  ffo  help  other  countries  keep 
diseased,  cattle  out  of  their  borders,  be¬ 
cause  if  they  import  cattle  having  foot- 
and-mouth  disease  and  they  came  to 
the/border  of  the  United  States,  in¬ 
variably  the  disease  will  wash  over  the 
border-.

JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Relating  to  peanut  marketing  quotas  under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act 

of  1938,  as  amended! 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  sections  357-359,  inclusive,  of  the  Agricultural  Adjust¬ 
ment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  Supp.  IV,  title 
7,  secs.  1357  to  1359,  inclusive) ,  and  in  view  of  the  critical  shortage 
of  high  protein  foods  and  feeds,  and  fats  and  oils,  peanut  marketing 
quotas  shall  not  be  proclaimed  with  respect  to  the  crop  of  peanuts 
produced  in  the  calendar  year  1947,  and  no  National,  State,  or  farm 
acreage  allotments  for  peanuts  for  the  1947  crop  shall  be  established. 

Approved  July  24,  1946. 
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
